A Rich Strike in Tuscarora — A 
New Ore Body Discovered. 
TuscaARORA, Nev., April 17. 

A rich strike was made Sunday in 
the P. & P. Con. that outrivals any 
discovery ever made in Tuscarora. A 
short time ago an ore seam was dis- 
covered on the surface that led to the 
conclusion that an extensive ore body 
existed deeper down. In order to de- 
termine this fact a drift was projected 
from a shaft 60 feet from the surface 
in the direction of the surface indica- 
tions. This level had reached a dis- 
tance of 40 or 45 feet when an ore 
body was encountered following the 
hanging-wall.

It is a tortune to those in 
terested and of greatest importance to 
this district.

Great Marine Disasters in British 
Columbia—Ships Driven Ashore 
and Wrecked. 

: Vicroria, April 16. 

A shipping disaster unparalleled at 
this port occurred yesterday, when 
four out of six ships at anchor in the 
outer harbor were blown ashore and 
seriously damaged, if not totally 
wrecked. The wind blew a hurricane 
from 2 o’clock Saturday morning till 

8 o’clock Saturday night. The ships 

at anchor were the Duke of Argyle, 

Tiber, Connaught, Tiger (British), and 

the Gettysburg and Southern Chief 

(American). The two last named 

broke from their anchorage and went 

ashore about 9 o’clock in the morning. 

The ships Connaught and Tiger 

held out till toward evening, when 

both went on the rocks. All four ves- 
sels lost their mizzen-masts; Southern 

Chiet lost her main-mast and one man 

was killed by the fall of a yard. The 

gale was so severe that no steamers 
could go to their relief. After the 


This evening a tug 
from the scene of the disaster reported 
the water flowing in and out of all the 
vessels. The Gettysburg and Southern 
Chief went on at high tide, and it is 
feared neither will be got off.

The Tiber and Duke 
of Argyle rode out the gale in safety, 
the Tiber losing one anchor. 

On shore the scene was one that 
baffled description. The wind tore 
and raged throughout the entire day 
and far into the night, uprooting 
trees, blowing down fences and sign- 
boards and causing much discomfort, 
and in some cases peril. It is a ro- 
markable fact that during the gale 
the glass was comparatively high, 
never falling below 29 5. 

The condition ofthe wrecked ships 
is very discouraging. The Tiger, 
Southern Chief and Gettysburg are 
said to be beyond hope. The Tiger’s 
back is broken and the tide ebbs and 
flows through her and all the other 
vessels. The condition of the Con- 
naught is slightly better, and a hope 
is expressed that she will get off. The 
loss by this disaster is estimated at 
$100,000.

The Queen Gives John Brown a 
Good Send-Ofn.

The Court Circular contains the fol- 
lowing, written by the Queen herself: 
“We have to record the death of Mr. 
Jobn Brown, the Queen’s persona! at- 
tendant, which teok place at Windsor 
Castle at a quarter past 11 fo’clock 
Tuesday evening, the 27th ult., of ery- 
sipelas. The melancholy event has 
caused the deepest regret to the Queen, 
the royal family and all members of 
the royal household. To Her Majesty 
the loss is irreparable and the death ot 
this truly faithful and devoted 
servant bas been a grevious shock 
to the Queen. In 1849 Mr. John Brown 
entered the Queen's service as one of 
the Balmoral gillies, and by his care- 
ful attention, steadiness and intelli- 
gence he rose in 1858 to the position of 
the Queen’s personal servant in Scot- 
land, which in 1864 was extended to 
that of constant personal attendant on 
Her Majesty on all occasions. During 
the last 18% months he served Her 
Majesty constantly and never ab 
sented himself from his duty. He has 
accompanied the Queen in her daily 
walks, drives and on all her journeys 
and expeditious, as well as personally 
waiting on her at banquets, etc. He 
was an honest, faithful and devoted 
follower; a trustworthy, discreet and 
straightforward man, and possessed of 
strong sense. He filled a position of 
great and anxious responsibility, th: 
duties of which he performed with 
such constant and increasing care as 
to secure for himself the real friend- 
ship of the queen.“ |

the isthmus of Tehauntepec has not 
been abandoned as many suppose. 

Eads, its projector, has returned home, 

and from him it was learned that work 

is being vigorously prosecuted and 
that a massive railroad will be finished 
ong before DeLesseps’ Panama canal 
ls opened. Six weeks ago a strong 
syndicate was formed for the purpose 
of beginning work and making addi- 
ional surveys to see if the route se- 
lected could be improved upon. Four 
parties of engineers already are in the 

field under the general charge of M. 
Vanbracklin, and a large force of la- 
borers and mechanics are engaged. 
Minatitlan on the Coatzacoalcos river 
has been selected as the northern ter- 
minus of the railway. The survey of 
the northern terminal section has been 
filed with the Mexican Government 
and approved by its officers. Mexico 
has appointed one of the most 
distinguished engineers to be associ- 
ated with the work in accordance with 
the terms of the concession. He is 
now at Salina Cruz, on the Pacific, 
and has been ordered to repair to 
Minatitlan. E. L. Corthell, who was 
Captain Kads’ chief engineer in the 
construction of the Mississippi river 

jetties, is chief engineer. Sir Edward 

Reed and John Fowler of London and 
James L. Andrews, who built the 
jetties, and Hon. A. G. Cochran, Cap- 
tain Eads’ attorney, have been in Lon- 
don the past 30 days to complete ar- 
rangements for the advancement of 
the project.

GRASSES THAT GROW. MISCELLANEOUB. 


What Will Make Hay and What 
Will Net- Further Light Needed. 
Andrew Benson, a large farmer 
on the Humboldt at Beowawe, has 
been making numerous experi- 
ments in agriculture. Last Spring 
he sowed some Arabian millet on 


the best soil he had. It grew well 
and made nice hay, but none came 
up this Spring, and he finds that 
the roots are dead. He thinks 
frost killed it. He tried Italian 
rye grass two successive years. It 
made beautiful hay the first year, 
but it came out poorly in the Spring. 
By the third year there wasn’t a 
spear left. He is going to try it 
again this year. He has also tried 
redtop, timothy, red and white 
clover and alfalfa. These all do 
pretty well. He can cut alfalfa 
twice and have some pasture left. 
Wheat and barley grow well. All 
kinds of vegetables thrive. He has 
tried grapes, but unsuccessfully. 
New Mill at Cortez. 

S. Wenban has bought a large lot 
of new machinery and is improving 
the mill. He has a better mine 


than ever. His tunnel is 2,000 feet 
long.and strikes his chimney of ore 
2,000 feet under the mountain top. 
The mine is rather a chimney than 
a ledge. The ore is sulphurets, 
which are reduced right there. The 
ore pockets are from five to 100 feet 
long and assay from $50 to $500 and 
over.
